alone. 
It is certainly to be hoped that 
further delay is minimized. Some 
of the Hoover Commission reports 
it is true, deal with highly contro­ 
versial matters and it was to be ex­ 
pected that much debate would re­ 
sult. But others—and again, these 
are among the most important, fis­ 
cally speaking—have to do with 
the keeping of records, the hand­

A short time ago New York be­ 
came the tenth state to enact a 
law making it easier to give secur­ 
ities to minors. Some eight other 
states have the law under sudy at 
present. This is a rem arkable rec­ 
ord, inasmuch as the model law 
forming the basis of the 
state 
statutes was first proposed by the 
New York Stock Exchange very re­ 
cently—in September, 1954. It’s ob­ 
vious that when a measure makes 
such a striking legislative progress 
in so short a time it has great m er­ 
it. 
The reason for the law is that, 


all too often, old statutes make it 
difficult and risky to give securi­ 
ties to children. As an example, un­ 
til the new legislation was passed 
in New York, parents had to be 
appointed the legal guardians of 
their own children if they wanted 
to make securities gifts 
without 
fear of legal complications. 
Keith Funston, president of the 
Exchange, had said, “ It is quite 
possible that by the end of 1957— 
when all the state legislatures will 
have had the opportunity of con­ 
sidering 
similar legislatidn—chil­ 
dren throughout the United States 
will be able to own stock with no 
more bother than opening a sav­ 
ings account.” This involves some­ 
thing more than the intrinsic val­ 
ue of the securities the children re­ 
ceive. The number of people own­ 
ing stocks, particularly people in 
the middle-income brackets, has 
been increasing at a good rate. A 
very great further 
increase 
is 
needed to finance future industrial 
expansion. And the sooner a person 
learns something about 
security 
ownership, with its advantages and 
its risks, the better off he is. The 
country can use armies of “young 
capitalists.”

alone.

A short tim e ago New York be­ 
cam e the tenth state to enact a 
law making it easier to give secur­ 
ities to minors. Some eight other 
states have Hie law under sudy at 
present. This is a rem arkable rec­

statutes was first proposed by the 
New York Stock Exchange very re­ 
cently—in Septem ber, 1954. It’s ob­ 
vious that when a m easure m akes 
such a striking legislative progress 
in so short a tim e it has great m er­ 
it. 
The reason for the law is that, 


all too often, old statutes m ake it 
difficult and risky to give securi­ 
ties to children. As an exam ple, un­ 
til the new legislation was passed 
in New York, parents had to be 
appointed the legal guardians of 
their own children if they wanted 
to m ake securities gifts 
without 
fear of legal complications. 
Keith Funston, president of the 
Exchange, had said. “ It is quite 
possible that by the end of 1957— 
w hen ail the state legislatures will 
have had the opportunity of con­ 
sidering 
sim ilar legislation—chil­ 
dren throughout the United States 
will be able to own stock with no 
more bother than opening a sav­ 
ings account.” This involves som e­ 
thing m ore than the intrinsic val­ 
ue of the securities the children re­ 
ceive. The num ber of people own­ 
ing stocks, particularly people in 
the middle-income brackets, has 
been increasing at a good rate. A

ing to the water level. 


Combined with a supply of a 
first quality dry meal type food 
it is possible to leave a dog in a 
run for a day or more and know 
that he will not suffer for lack of 
food or drink. 
Canned food should not be left, 
of course, since once opened it 
will 
spoil 
without 
refrigeration. 
Nor should water be added to the 
meal type food. 
In experiments conducted by the

nels in Chicago feeding bins were 
constructed similar to those used 


by chicken farmers. These per­ 
mitted the dogs to get all the dry 
food they wanted at all times but 
kept them from 
scattering and 
wasting it. 


It was found that although they 
would eat it readily the dry food 
was less appetizing to most dogs 
than it would be when mixed with 
water. 
As a result they seldom 
over ate but would satisfy their 
needs and stay perfectly healthy.
